A joint meeting of the Menorah and 
Moccabean Societies was held at the 
Maintonides Club, the spealnr of the 
evening beins ChanceUor Henry Hur- 
witz, of the Intercollegiate Menorah 
Association, whose purpose it was to 
expound the origin, purpose and 
achie\"cments ot the Menorah move- 
went. In his exposition, Mr. Ilurwitz 
showed clearly that the old problems 
arising from the endeavours ot tbe 
Jew to adapt himself to wcBtom chil- 
ir-atiou nofc&sitated the rise of the 
Menorah movement. Until the period 
of emancipation, the Jew as an indi> 
vidual was a man \v1thout rights. 
Whatever status he held, he had as a 
corpus idenUty With émancipation he 
wa-s permitted to share in the free lite 
of western civilization, which toj'ought 
with it the fundamental Jewish ques- 
tion of to-day, viz., the iaiellectual 
and spiritual ad'juelment. 

Jewish culture, developed through 
the ages, is an integral part of the 
general culture In America and Europe 
In which we live. It Is the problem of 
every Jewish atudtàt'^tO preserve this 
iniheritance and see tiiot it is abeorbed 
by western oiviUzatloD, that tho Jew 
continue to serve mankind. Each stu- 
dent is 10 solve that problem for him- 
self, and his only way ot approach is 
through the University, inasmuch as 
the aim of the modem University, 
like the Menorah movement, la "the 
search oftcr truth" 

Tho Menorah movement Is an open 
platform fOr the discussion ot the 
Jewish problems from every point of 
view. It alms tio be part and parcel 
cf the modem University and 'bids 
hearty welcome to every Intelligent 
l»o;nt of view, regai'ilesa of faith or 
creed. It lays dowii.no condition for 
members>hip except a genuine, honest 
desire to know tlie truth. The very 
name, Menorah, meaning "enlighten- 
ment," is (Characteristic of this en- 
deavour on the part of the students 
to understand .Icwish questions In 
lueir historic background. 

The first .Menorah Society whs 
founded in 1906 by a group of Harvar i 
students. The growth was spontone- 
otts, spreading from 13 to 64 societies, 
lu J 913, the Intercollegiate Menorah 
A.'^Kociatlon was established. This 
rapid grovtb was due to tho Inttj cat 
and earnest effort? ot tl^e stwlenta, 
greatly encouraged by the various 
faculties. Perhaps tho greatest stimu- 
lus Is the warm sympathy of President 
KlUott o* Harvard, and recently iha' 
ot Sir Robert Falconer, of Torouto 
University. 

The movement is helped by the cir- 
culation ot the Menorah Journal 
which is considerci to bo the leading 
reriow of Je-wish life and thought 
Among tho contributors are; Stanley 
Hall, Viscount Bryce, Justice Brand 
era, Israel Zangwlll.

The highest point on the island of 
Montreal is oecuitied by the Obser- 
vatory anemometer aud wind-vane. 
This point is some 807 feet above sea 
level and 54 foei above the ground, on 
the summit of .Mount Royal. Not often 
do the little cups at the anemoi.. ter 
pause In their whirl sufBclenMy for 
the observer to discern certainly that 
they are four, light, metal hemis- 
pheres, hollow, and about of the di- 
mensions of a man' half-closed hand.

In the average year, they mark the 
passage of 124,000 miles of wind, 
which gives to the moving air a speed 
of 14 miles an hour.

Whence does this air oome? No 
man knoweth. From any direction 
but not without a certain ord< 
Thooe great areas ot high and low 
pressure atmo8x>here. which alter- 
nately pass and control the daily 
weather types, bring their procession 
of the winds, gyrating ovéerly about 
the centres, In docktriw manner 
about the central. hig<h or oati-clock- 
wise about the low. Evidently, when 
resultant air movement is ooMidered, 
much of these winds must cancol. 
Tbirty-six per cent however, ot the 
total remains. This resultant, $ mU«« 
per hour, is a measure of the general 
drift of the atmosphere. !■ mi4dle 
latitudes It ^wn from the west. This 
volume of air Is here mevlng down 
the St. l.awrence valley and length- 
wise of the island.
